On the morning of the day on which the Re- 
publican City Convention met and nominated 
candidates for local oftices, we said: 

The Globe-Democrat has only one sugges- 
tion to make to the Convention, and that is to 
nominate no man who is not known to be 
fitted for the per assigned to him on the 
ticket—fitted both as to character and ability.

INAUGURATED A BIG STRIKE. 


Nearly Two Thousand Packing-House Em- 
ployes Quit Work. 

CHtcaGo, October 8.—The 15,000 employes of 
the twenty-one packing establishments at the 
stock-yards have almost unanimously re- 
solved not to return to the packing district on 
Monday. Yesterday after the dinner hour, 


almost simultaneously, a notice appeared in 
the different houses stating that on wm — 
Monday, October 11, 1886, the Propr seedy 
would operate their house on & basis 
of ten hours for a day’s work. To 
-the notices were appended the signa- 
tures of the twenty-one packing firms, 
The matter had been regarded by the men as a 
biuff, but the authoritative tone of the notice 
had a demoralizing effect and it consequently 
became thé topic for discussion and a resolu- 
tion on the part of the men not to return 
Monday or until the fockout is over. The 
resolution, however, they are not likely to 
moe | and Monday will probably bring on the 
packing district the army of men. 

The question as to whether the hog men will 
allow the beef men to work isnow being dis- 
cussed. The prevuiling impression is that the 
locked-out men will not allow anybody to 
work in any of the packing-houses. Should 
they conclude to prevent the beef men from 
working, about 20,000 men will be thrown out 
of employment. There seems no way to avoid 
the crisis. The packers seem determined,and 
the men say they ‘will never accede. 
The Chicago Live Stock Exchange 
held a meeting last evening to consider 
the matter. Representatives of beef-killing 
houses said they did not anticipate any 
trouble. In view ofthe possible shutting down 
of the pork-pucking houses a resolution was 
adopted asking shippers of live hogs to the 
Chicago market ‘‘to carefully watch events, 
and in no case to glut the market, but to send 
only enough hogs to supply the Kastern de- 
mand.’’ 

THE GREAT STRIKE INAUGURATED. 

The great strike of the employes of the Chi- 
cago packing-houses against the proposition 
to return to the ten-hour working day be- 
gan this morning. The vacking-house own- 
ers had put up printed notices notifying their 
meén that, beginning next Monday, the men 
would be expected to work ten 
hours instead of eight hours a day. 
This morning a committee of 1,500 men 
employed by the Chicago Packing and Provi- 
sion Company waited on the foreman of the 
works und demanded that the notices be taken 
down. The demand was refused, and the 
regiment of workingmen at once lieft the 
building and were soon joined by the 800 men 
employed in the Silver Horn works. Thus re- 
inforced the large force went in a body to the 
Armour works to induce the men there to stop 
work. There is great excitement atthe yards, 
but no trouble has yet occurred. 

ALL QUIET. 

Hundreds of men were standing about the 
Pinkerton headquarters this morning, naking 
application for positions as guards. W. A. 
Pinkerton was very reticent asto his inten- 
tions, but said he had not yet received any 
call for special police for the purpose of guard- 
ing the stock yards. The crowd of strikers 
failed to induce the Armour employes and the 
Anglo-American workmen to stop work, and 
departed without attempting degen com- 
pulsory. Everything is quiet at the yards. 


A RIOT. 

This afternoon a large body of additional 
workmen went on a strike and a riot 
occurred at the works of Jno. Mor- 
rell, where a number of persons were hurt. 
The entire police force of the town of Lake has 
gone to the scene and two Pinkerton men 
armed with rifles have also gone tothe scene. 


CASUALTIES. 


Terrific Explosion in a Coal Mine—Man- 
gled by a Threshing Machine. 
BEAVER FALLS, Pa., October 8.—A terrific 
explosion occurred at Davidson’s coal bank, 
just west of town, yesterday,the result of 
which was A. D. Davidson, owner of the bank ; 
David Stinson, foreman, and Harry Jones, 
miner, were badly burned. The men were 
opening a new driit and penetrated into an old 
room in which a lace amount of gas had 
accumulated. The gas ignited from their un- 
covered lamps, and in an instant the explosion 
took place. The men were thrown quite a 
distance and their lamps put out. Fortunately, 
they were alk able to make their way to the 
pit mouth where théy were met by a large 
crowd which had been drawn together by the 
noise of the explosion. The men are severely 

injured, but wili recover. 


Had His Arm Mangled.

GIBSON’S GRIT. 


THE PRESIDENT GETS A BIG DOSE OF HIS 
OWN MEDICINE. 


The Louisiana Senator Calls Attention to 
Violations of the Political Order by Secre- 
tary Manning-—Private Secretary Lamont 
—Amending the Civil Service Rules—New 
Postmasters—Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Qetober 8.—Senator 
Gibson has been a frequent visitor at the 
White House for the lastthree days. He has 
been discussing with the President the 
allegea violations of the civil service order by 
Federal office-holders in Louisiana. Yesterday 
the President deciared that if he found 
there had been any violation of his order, im- 
mediate removals would follow, no matter 
what may have been the provocation. To-day 
Senator Gibson said to Mr. Cleveland that he 
thought the President’s action inconsistent, 
for, while he insisted upon ‘*per- 
secuting’’ Lousiana vffice-holders, he 
encouraged the participation of office- 
holders in politicos in the State of 
New York. Senator Gibsorr laid particular 
stress on the conference held by Secretary 
Manning, Collector Magone and Private Sec- 
retary Lamont, and intimated to the Presi- 
dent that he believed that Private 
Secretary Lamont had been despatched 
to New York for no  ~other purpose 


that to assist in bringing about, if possible, a 
reconciliation between the different political 
factions. Senator Gibson was of the impress- 
ion that Secretary Manning and Private Secre- 
tary Lamout should be governed by the Presi- 
dent’s order as much as any other person in 
the Government service. 


Campaign Funds.

The Silver Certificate. 


By Telegraph to the POST- DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., October8.—There seems 
to besome misunderstanding on the partof 
the public as tothe terms upon which small 
denominations of silver certificates may be 


obtained from the Treasury. For the present 
these notes are issued only to national 
banks. There are two reasons for 
this—tirst, because the supply of 
notes is not large enough to furnishthem upon 
the demand of individuals, and, second, be- 
cause the Treasury could not perform the la- 
bor which would be involved in making the 
exchange in small amounts. The method 
of obtaining the small certificates ls very siim- 
ple. A bank at St. Louis desiring these notes 
is required to forward silver dollars on silver 
certificates tu the Sub-Treasurer at New York. 
A certificate of this depost is forwarded to the 
United States Treasurer at Washington, upon 
the receipt of which the amount of the de- 
posit is forwarded from Washington to the St. 
Louis Bank in $1 certificates. 


Land Office Decision. 


WASHINGTON, October 8.—An important 
land-oftice decision has been made by Com- 
missioner Sparks involving the title to certain 
valuable lands in the vicinity 
of New Orleans covered in part 
by the town of Carrollton, and upon other 


parts b buildings and improvements of 
great value including the race courseé, the 
Metairie Riding Cemetery and the Sheel 
road and railroad from New Or- 
leans to Lake Ponchartrain. This prop- 
ertv has been claimed and possessed 
since the middle of the last century under a 
French grant which has been surveyed 
and segregated from the public domain. 
The adverse claimants asserted title 
by virtue of certain swamp and 
other selections under grants to 
the State of Louisiana. Commissioner Sparks 
hulds that the French grantisa complete title 
protected by the treaty of 1808, and not 
needing leg slative or other confirma- 
tion by the United States, and the lands being 
private property at date of the State grants 
did not pass under these grants. The amount 
involved in this decision reaches several mill- 
ion dollars.

My Lord at once undertook 
to let the American public know that he was 
not only managing Miss Cameron on the 
stage, but that he had a hand in managing her 
private affairs.

‘‘This is certainly true so far as it applies to 
the executive branch of the Government. 
We have had no President nor Secretary of the 
Treasury for many years who has not been 
governed by the financial views of the banks 
and moneyed capitulists of New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia. Hayes drew his inspiration 
entirely from this source. Arthur’s knowl- 
edze of financial questions was obtained in 
managing ward politics in New York 
City, and the present Administration 
is more peculiarly than any other the 
exponent of the financial views of 
New York bankers. Do not understand mé as 
casting any imputations upon either the 
ability or the integrity of the National Bank 
officials of the Atlantic cities. They are able 
men, but their ability consists in the power to 
handie great sums of money s0 as to realize 
the largest immediate gains. But few of them 
have ever studied or have any interest in ab- 
stract questions of finance, and it is not far 
from thetruth to say that none of them can 
see much beyond the interests of his own 
class. If any one doubts the correctness of 
this assertion jet him read the proceed- 
ings of the Bankers’ Association at its annual 
meetings, and the papers presented there. 
They know very well that the production of 
the gold-mines has been shrinking for many 
years, and that itis now not sufficient to meet 
the demand for gold tor manufacturing pur- 
poses. They also know that to maintain prices 
it is necessary to increase the volume of money
